Pacific themselves, If they lived in 
Hope and their children had to cross 
those grade-crossings. So this quar- 
rel is merely a matter of residence, 
and the City of Hope has acted for 
the simple interest of its own citi- 
zens. 


The obvious thought behind all 
tins argument is that one or more 
grade-separation projects — either 
an underpass or overpass — are 
needed to make traffic safe between 
the north and south sides of Hope. 
This is an old question, indeed, but 
it is a question that must be settled 
before the Missouri Pacific changes 
any local grade-crossing. 


Not only the lives of school-child- 
ren are affected in this matter but 
the question of fire-protection for 
properly on the norlh side. The 
fire department building being on 
the south side mere is a real haz- 
ard in Ihe fact Urn I the fire-trucks 
arc constantly subject to blockade 
because of freight and passenger 
train stoppages at the downtown 
grade-crossings.

fidence in his ultimate complete 
vindication, today finds himself fac-

Moscow, Nov. 7 —(/P)— The Red 
army threw the Germans from two 
forlified positions in a factory area 
of Slalingrad today and held firmly 
rom the Arctic to the deep Cau- 
casus against, Nazi efforts to crack 
the defense lines. 


Grey-uniformed dead continued 
to pile up before Stalingrad gun- 
>its. The Russians 
were rcporled 


to have handed out heavy punish- 
ment to the invaders on the Black 
sea and Nalchik - Ordzhonikdze 
fronts. 


Aboul a company 
of Germans in- 
.'anlry 
fell before 
the counterat- 


lacking Red Army troops al Stalin- 
grad, Ihe noon communique said. 
"On a southern sector of the 
city's defenses a Red Army detach- 
ment destroyed nine blockhouses 
ind killed about 180 German 
offi- 
cers and men," it was announced. 


Further Nazi fortifications were 


reported wrecked by Soviel shcll- 
fire on the steppes northeasl of 
Ihe city, now in its 75th day of 
siege. 


About 1.000 of the enemy 
were 


declared to have perished in vain 
efforls yeslerday lo expand their 
holdings in Stalingrad, falling back 
and plane support. 


A tank-supported infantry brig- 


ade struck at Russian

tions before the Caucasian slopes

communique said. 


"Two Soviel armored trains, in 
a six-hour battle, knocked oul 10 
German tanks and armored cars, 
brought down a German plane and 
dispersed about two companies of 
enemy infantry," it was added.

City to Halt 
Any Change in 
Railroad Grade 


A Missouri Pacific Railroad pro- 
posal to conslrucl addilional lines 
of Irack across Pine, Washington 
and Hervey streets, raising the 
pilch of Ihe grade-crossing at Ihe 
last two streels lo 20 per cenl, was 
believed checkmated this morning 
when the Hope city council in em- 
ergency session passed an ordin- 
ance requiring a permit to be taken 
out before any grade-crossing is 
altered. 


At the regular, meeting'last Tues- 
day night the council condemned 
the proposed railroad work in a 
resolution reading in part as fol- 
lows : 


"It was explained by the repre- 
sentative of Ihe Missouri Pacific 
Railroad company that this (pro- 
posal) would mean three tracks 
across Pine strcel, two and a frac- 
tion tracks across Hervey streel, 
and two tracks across Washington 
streel, and lhat Ihere would be a 
difference in elevalion of six inches 
belween one of Ihe Iracks and Ihe 
other tracks at Pine streel, and a 
like difference on Hervey street, 
and that the grade from 
Division 
street to the railroad crossings at 
Washington and 
Hervey 
streels 
would be a 20 per cent grade." 


On motion of Alderman Stewart, 
seconded by Alderman Martin, the 
council then adopted (last Tuesday) 
a resolution condemning the pro- 
posal because it would increase the 
danger to school-children and auto 
traffic crossing to the north side 
of town. 


Today's ordinance, backing up the 
resolution, provides 
that 
before 
changing any grade-crossing 
the 
railroad must take out a permit 
and post bond lo prolecl Ihe Cily 
of Hope from any claimed dam- 
ages; and any violalion of Ihe or- 
dinance is punishable by a fine of 
$25 to $500, or a jail sentence up to 
three months.
